His 
own bill oil the subject simply asked that 
Church tenants be allowed to acquire 
luiid by paying the Church commission 
aiiiiuullv for a period of forty-nine years 
rent which should be equal to four per 
cent upon .the capitalized value of their 
holditigs, That plan created no risk to 
the iiuperiid exehoi|iier, but neverthe- 
less the conaurvativea opposed it. The 
Irish jiarty, .said Mr. Parnell, op])oaed the 
present bill because it would cause ajo.ss 
tu the exchequer without effecting the 
oliject for which it was ostensibly urged. 
Tho goveniineiit had taken up the rpies- 
tl,)n at the solicitation of tbe landlords, 
. Ii(i, being imahlo to maintain their posi- 
M wanted to diajiose uf their projierty 
.,t inflated pricea. The bill did not on- 
able the state, which suitplied tho niuney, 
tu decide what toiiaiiciea wore desirablo 
for ])urchaao, but the tlecision waa favor- 
able to the landlorda. Tbe only way to 
make the landlords of congested estates 
accept the value of their property waa to 
empower the land commission to purchaae

It also 
shows that Victoria is not HuH'ering from 
the ctmipetilion of tiie very boastful towns 
that have Im.i ii recently estalilishod in the 
province anil thai it is imt going to tlii' 
lings lii-eauso II has iinl Ijeou made the 
oeoaii toi'iiiiniis of the Cai;adiaii I'aoilio 
It'iilway. Wo may nay in passing that the 
cargoes of these nine ships, although I lii:>' 
aro to be landed in this port, are re(pni'i.:d 
for the general ti-ade of the country and 
will be distributed by its merchants as re- 
(piired by the traders tiirouii;hout the pro- 
vince.

'I'heir great 
and grnwiiig foreign tia'le wouli, have a 
prominent plaei' in every proa[)ectus, and, 
woiilil be used as a means of booming the 
trade in town lots by which u conniiuuity 
nut a thousand miles from where we write 
expects to make itself rioli. It was <,inly 
the other day that the Newt- Advertiser 

■; raferred with ft brmy of rejoicing to a le- 
port that a vessel had been i)lac(!d on the 
berth in London for \'aiiciiuver <liroct. 
< liir contemporary declared that this fact 
l)ointed to the release of the Miiiuliilid 
from the lliraliloiii of Victoria iiieroluuitM. 
I'.iit it will not .ipnear very strange to 
tho.-e who are aei|iiaiiit ed with the ways 
that are dark and the 1,-ieks that are vain 
(if the booniHtcrs of the Mainland, that 
the innie 1)1 tho mythical vessel was not 

^ivtiu, and we have uut been, able to tiud 



out from any source oti this side of the 
Atlantic tlnit there is u vessel loading, or 
that there is any prospect of ono being 
lauded, fur that port direot. Indeed it is 
pretty well established that there is no 
vessel on the berth at London for the 
port of A''ancouvef. We aro inclined to 
the opinion that if any of our neighbors 
placed the least faith in the News-Ailcer- 
tistir'.'i statenioub, which is perliupa not 
\ovy likely.'they Will be gcievoiialy'disap 
pointed. 

Those who take a delight in contemn 
ing' and abusing Victoria and everything 
and every person conneotod with it, will 
nut be comforted to Srid that the indica- 
tiuiu are tliat Victoria will be in the 
future, as she has been in the past, tho 
centre of the foreign tratio of British Co- 
linnbiii. Our inercliantH, we are ipiite 
.satisfied, liave intelligence, enterprise 
and energy oiioiigh to retain the advan- 
tage they have gamed. They will not 
iiiiause their po.sition in such a way as ti 
joopiirdiy.e the control thoy have gained of 
this special trade or that of the province 
in goiioral, They have too enlightened a 
regard for their own true interests to un- 
dangor it by exacting unreasonable prices 
or by placing such impositions on tliecon- 
311 mors of the in'ovnioo as would be calcu- 
lated to cause dissatisfaction or even com- 
plaint. Tlioy will, wo have every reason 
tn coiielude, by fair and lion')rable deal- 
ing, and by making the host use of the 
Hituatiuu of Victoria fmiii a niereantile 
point of view, keep it in tho high posit inn 
relatively to tho Other towns of the jiro- 
viiice which she has so long occupied. 

We have a few parting words to say to 
the detractijrs of Victoria. 'I'hey should 
try to realize that they can nevi r elevate 
themselves by trying to drag downthuir 
neighbnis, that bragging is iiol enterpri/.e, 
and tli;it booming is very frei|iu'iitly a 
rniiiiius iiiisilii-i'otiou nf o'lergy.

No 
one but an utter reprobate thinks of sell 
ing his wife or child. A good mother 
w ill bo very poor indeed, must bo pressed 
by want beyond tho point of human en- 
durance, when she will as much as listen 
to an otter for her hahe. Did it ever oe 
cur to Mr. Harrison that peo]ile are scnti 
luciitnl ouough to have some such feelings 
as tlii.s nboul their country I There ar

money circulates and is distributed and is 
not lost. But for tho much larger sum 
which is permanently lost by the stoppage 
of business and labor there is no compen- 
sation."

If the term were doubled tliu 
poople would -^8 rayed muob^harmful agi- 
tJtion, busiia&s wiijuid Soit be discouragod 
and the administlation of; public, affiiirs 
would, as far as we can see, go on quite 
aH regularly and <iuite as safely iia it does 
now. .But the Americans tell us it is not 
for Caui'.dians to Iind fault, for we have 
general elections every four yeirs which 
are to us what tho presidential election is 
to the [jeuplu of the I'liiiod Slates. This 
is. not exactly tho ease. And, anyhow, 
wo take tilings ntuah more easily than 
thoy do on tho other side of the border.

Here 
the grouiiil is bare and the grass is gruoii; 
there the HMi'faoo of the cniintry is enverod 
with three feet of .smr.v. There has nut 
been nioio t ban ouough frost liero to nip 
the most tender plants; in the east the 
Btruums are frozen over and navigation is 
closed until the roturn of spring. It is 
(lillicult to believe lliat in the siviiio coun- 
try and under tho same parallels of lati- 
I ude there should be such a very great 
diU'oruiice.
